AMERICAN SAMOA Stringent measures to correct a heavy government deficit have forced 
the Government of American Samoa to lease out WVUV, Radio Samoa Ltd., which is 
headed by Hawaiian broadcasting magnate lawrence S. Berger, has a 30 year lease 

on the station with the right to purchase the station after 4 years for $200,000, 
The station was costing the govt. $65,000 a year to run. The FCC turned down 
several objections to the transfer to private commercial control, and commented 
that favorable consideration would be given to applications for 2 or 3 more stns 

on AM as there was "plenty of room to spare along the dial", and more stations 
could be in the public interest. (NZRDXL) 


ANDORRA Radio International Andorra will start at the end of July, Will be on the 
air 24 hours with programs in French, Inglish, German and Dutch. Frequency will 
be 254 or 263 khz longwave. Power 1200 kw. (SCDX) # "The International Service of 
Radio Andorra which was supposed to come on the air May 1 seems to be a joke. At 
least, no one at the station had heard anything about it, and they should know", 
This from a personal visit to the station by Henrik Klemetz. (MWC) Take your pick! 


AUSTRIA A new MW transmitter at Bisamberg will be on the air soon, using 584 khz 
with 600 kw day and 250 kw nite, and on 1475 khz with 250 kw day and 600 kw nite. 

(WRB 
BELGIUM Veltem is now on 1513.75 khz from 1511 khz. (WRB) 


BRAZIL The Ministry of Communications has announced that a new frequency allocation 
plan will go into effect on November 1, 1975. This will open the way for 370 new 
stations on MW, All stations will be required to reduce power at night. (NZDXRA) 
I don't have a list of changes, but apparently they will be extensive. (ED) * In 
"Telecommmnications Today" magazine there is a big color picture of the new Radio 
Tupi/Tamoio xmtr installation, hugh two tower directional array, Article says 
that Tupi (1040) and Tamoio (900) are diplexed into the same DA system which is on 
the shore of Gianabara Bay, Since the transmitter is halfway between Sao Paulo and 
Rio (Tupi serves SP and Tamoio serves Ric) the nevessary figure-8 pattern to beam 
toward both cities would result in a mull toward all but the eastern coast of the 
US, ‘This may account for the lack of Tupi receptions this summer, (Starr) 


CAMEROON A new transmitter installation is planned for Exao, near Yaounde. This 
will include 3 20 kw MW transmitters, (WRB) 


CHILE Radio Diego Portales on 1180 khz is on the air 1030-0400. Reports to this 
station should be sent to Mr. Agustin Barria, or to the technical department at 
Agustinas 1022 - 10° piso, Santiago, and not to their P O Box address. (SCDX) 


CYPRUS Radic Bayrak on 1095 khz is scheduled 0430-2100, all in Turkish except at 
1200 when there is news in Greek and at 1215 and 1700 when there is news in Inglish.

Top 40 format may prove Quebec station's swan song

Globe and Mail Reporter 
QUEBEC — The question 
isn't so much whether 83,000 
Elton John fans can be 
wrong, it’s whether they can 

be ignored. 

The CRTC’s answer is yes 
on both counts, and as a re- 
sult Quebec City residents 
should be listening to less of 
the Top 40 sound and more to 
the serious stuff the CBC puts. 
on its national radio network, 
as the provincia! capital's 


only English-language station 
has declared bankruptcy 


CBM, the CBC’s Montreal sta- 
tion, to be retransmitted via 
CFOM’s aerial. 


But the imposition of that 
programming is what drove 
CFOM off the air in the first 
place. And whatever deal is 
worked out, Quebec City 
won't have its own privately 
owned English-language radio 
stalion. 

“The closing is even more 
painful in light of what’s hap- 
pened since Goodwill Broad- 
casters of Quebec Inc.,.a firm 
headed by local businessman 
Norman Lucas, took over the 
station in 1971. 

The name Goodwill Broad- 
casters is appropriate in this 
ease because taking ever the 
station when it did was akin 
to an act of charity. The sta- 
tion was on the brink of clos- 
ing even then, but Mr. Lucas 
and his associates decided to 
give it one more try. 

In 1973, the station ditehed 
its traditional format, a leose 
mixture of talk shows, mid- 
die-of-the-road music and CBC 
network programming, in fa- 
vor of a straight Top 40 for- 
mat with a maximum of mu- 
sic and a minimum of talk. It. 
was then, Mr. Lucas says, 
that CFOM’s star started to 
rise, 

it was the first Top 40 sta-

The trouble was that the 
station was stil] losing at least. 
$25,000 a year because CFOM, 
despite its English-language 
programming, depended an 
its French-speaking audience. 
which was estimated ta he 
73,000 listeners. 


Of course, it couldn't be oth- 
erwise since there are only 
15,000 Anglophones in Quebec 
City, comprising roughly 3 
per cent of the population. Ac- 
cording to CFOM’s station 
manager Dave Atkinson, 
there’s no way the station can 
live off its English audience 
alone. 


But while Francophone lis- 
teners were attracted to the 
formula. 
they were definitely turned off 
to the 25 hours of CBC pro- 
gramming that the station 
was required to air under the 
terms of its licence from the 
CRTC. As a result the station 
had trouble selling advertising 
to Fréneh-speaking business- 
men.

Last November, a deal to 
sell was worked out between 
Goodwill and two French- 
speaking businessmen, broth- 
ers Jean and Leopold Four- 
nier. They had big plans for 
the station—more staff. new 
equipment, a more powerful 
signal and a co-ordinated 
campaign to sell advertising 
time, 


But then the CRTC steppéd 
in and blocked the sale be- 
cause the programming plans 
proposed by the Fournier 
brothers didn’t conform to 
what the CRTC feels is ade- 
The commission in- 
sisted on more CBC network 
programming which would 
only have cut-down on the 
station’s potential audience, 
and the deal fell through. 


Finally, Mr. Lucas decided 
there was nothing more to do 
and announced the station 
would go off the air. He says 
he has done all he can to save 
the station, only to be sand- 
bagged by the CRTC. 


“We agree that the CBC na- 
tional radio service should be 
available to all Canadians, 
he said when he made the an- 
Nouncement, ‘But the respon- 
sibility for doing this job 
shouldn’t be passed on to a 
private commercial station 


struggling for its very sur- 
vival, 

“It amounts to forcing sta- 
tions like CFOM to do the 
CBC’s job and lose money in 


word is that an agreement is 
to be signed whereby Good- 
will will be paid between $1,- 
500 and $2,000 a month for the 
use of its facilities. 

The agreement is to last 15 
months, but the CBC has the 
option of terminating after 1¢ 
months should it decide to 
build its own English-lan- 
guage station in Quebec City. 

Either way, Mr. Lucas be- 
lieves that with full CBC net- 
work programming the sta- 
tion’s audience will dwindle 
back to 10,000 if that much. 
And his only consolation is 
that he's finally in a position 
where he can say what he 
thinks of the CRTC. 

“We're able to criticize the 
CRTC.” he said, “which other 
broadcasters are understanda- 
bly, reluctant to do, because 
we're going out of the broad- 
casting business forever.”

CBC to pipe English to Quebec City

QUEBEC.— CBC Montreal AM 
programming in English is to be 
piped through the transmitter of 
Quebec City’s only English-language 
radio station, CFOM, which goes off 
the airtomorrow. (1340 KHz) 

The eleventh hour deal between 
the CBC and Goodwill Broadcasters 
of Quebec, Inc., to lease the private- 
ly-owned 250-watt transmitter to the 
government network was signed in 
Montreal last night. 

The Canadian Radio-Television 
Commissicn (CRTC) was expected to 
decide later today on whether to ap- 
prove the deal to maintain English 


radio for the city's 15,000 English- 
speaking residents, a CRTC sgokes- 
man said yesterday. 

This is the first agreement for full 
CBC programming te be broadeast 
from a transmitter licensed to a pri- 
vate owner. 

A CRTC spckesman said the move 
Is neither specifically authorized nor 
prohibited by commission regulations. 

The CBC will pay Goodwill be- 
tween $1,500 and $2,000 a month for 
use of the transmitter but the CBC 
has reserved the right to discontinue 
the relay service after 10 months if it 
decides to apply for its own licence, 
said station owner Norm Lucas, 

CFOM decided to close down the 
city’s only English language station. 


after the CRTC “blocked” the sale of 
the station to Jean and Leopold Four- 
nier, Mr. Lucas said. 

Losses since 1973 total $100,000 and 
station management blames it on the 
“CBC obligation for us to broadcast 
at least 25 hours of CBC program- 
ming a week” wh'ch is the minimum 
required for affiliated stations. 

Figures provided by the station in- 
dicate that only 10,000 of the rated 
audience of 83,000 are English-sneak- 
ing and that the station has prebiems 
obtaining advertising from the predom- 
inantly English-speaking businesses in 
Queber City. 

CFOM station manager David At- 
Kinson said the station could not sur- 
vive if the CBC content, ‘which 
bored listeners to tears,” was in- 
creased.
